Proposals are 
that the boundaries of the present park 
be modified in such a way that some im- 
portant areas would be eliminated from 
the park, 

"Changes Must Be in National Interest" 
In the recent report of the National Perk 
Service on the result of a study of the 
park boundaries, it is brourht out that 
the establishment of Olympic National Perk 
was the outcome of a concerisd joint ef- 
fort by local people of the Ciympic Pen- 
insula, of officials of the State of ifash- 
ington, of strong national conservation 
organizations with extensive menbershin 
throughout the country, and of officers 
of the executive and lerislative branches 
of the Federal government, The resort 
adds, “Any changes in boundary, to have 
the supnort of the same nation-tride 
3rouns, must be in the national inierest, 

ost certainly the issue should not be de- 
sided solely on a basis for the benefit 
ff a financially-interested minority." 

It apnears that the elimination from the 
vark of the land proposed would release 
sonsiderable merchantable lumber, some 
cwo and one half billion feet, in fact.

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BEAUTIES OF THE BUTTES 
We were told it is the "smallest moun- 
tain range in the world,” and it may bes 
Unequipped to discuss it geologically, 
from one weekend encounter with this 
little range, which rises so surpris- 
ingly out of the flat Sacramento Val- 
ley, we feel well equipped to discuss 
it enthusiastically, 

Six Bay Chapter members picked the 
hot week end of April 12-13 to join the 
Mother Lode Chapter trip to the Sutter 
Buttes near Marysvillee Leader Eliza- 
beth Rutan Smith was the one representa- 
tive of the host chapter Saturday night. ~ 

Camp was established near a little 
ereek on the ranch of the hospitable Sy- 
denstrickers close up under North Butte, 
The flowers were at their best, From 
every height one could look across the 
valley to sheets of poppies, baeria, and 
lupine. 

Late Saturday afternoon two ¢f the came 
pers, led by young Lewis Sydenstricker, 
started up North Butte. It was too late 
to get fare-also the flowers, the view, 
and frankly, the heat and the steepness 
of the slope helped the delay, 

To avoid the heat, two members arose © 
early on Sunday and climbed North Butte, 
theoretically before the sun got too hot. 
Actually it was hot from its first ap- 
pearance over the Sierra. But again, the 
flowers were worth the trip; Mt.Shasta 
was clear and white; flocks of geese 
flew north; a buzzardts nest with two 
eggs was founds and from the summit the 
view was high, wide and handsome, 

The rest of the party got itself away 
from camp by about nine otoclock, for the 
climb of South Butte, Here they were 
joined by about a dozen members from su- 
burn and Sacramento, They encountered 
lupine and poppies on the lower fields, 
and higher up, as they reached the rocke 
ier part near the summit the variety of 
flowers was greater. Not everyone who 
reached the saddle went all the way up; 
the shade on the north side was too temp- 
tink. About half the party went to the 
top and took in the magnificent view, bet« 
ter than from North Butte because nothing 
stands in the way. 

Despite the unexpected heat of the week- 
end, it was a highly successful trip, 
Many thanks are due the other Lode Chap- 
ter, the leader, and the Sydenstrickers 
for making such a trip possible, 


“RIXON'S PINNACLE CHALLENGES 
ROCK CLIMBERS 


Easter week end was to have been a two 
day assualt on Yosemite's Lost. Arrow 
chimney for John Thune, Dick Houston, 
Phil Bettler and Ax Nelson, The long 
approach up the ledges by early morning 
moonlight, an early start and arrival 
opposite First Error before noon was 

past were all frustrated by the earli- 
ness of the season. Climbing in freeze 
ing waterfalls isn't so bad, but ice fal- 
ling out of the Great Chimney above and 
clouds starting to drop rain and snow 
made the prospect of 24 more hours on The 
Arrow questionable to say the least, so 
attention was directed elsewhere for the 
second daye . 

A Yosemite climb long contemplated but 
never begun is a pinnacle. naried after 
veteran climber, Tom Rixon. It lies up 
against the east. face of the Middle : 
Brother for about 500 feet just beyond 
the sand quarry 3/4 mile below Yosemite 
Lodge. The rope team of Phil Bettler - 
and Ax Nelson "stepped" onto the rock, 
(in slings), and tooled up one rope-length 
of mostly class-6 work into the 115 de- 
gree overhanging chimney that has previ- 
ously turned would-be climbers away with- 

This first attempt was enough 


to prove 
the Goosegutter maxim that "No climb can 
be called impossible until it has been 

climbed to the highest stance from which 


one can move no further.". A crack, in- 
visible from below, was discovered which 
runs up parallel to and.just outside the 
perilously narrow overhang and ending 6 
or 8 feet horizontally from a notch in 
the nose of the overhang. At this point 
pitons placed under a flake or a couple 
of expansion bolts would bridge the 99 
degree face to enable a leader to surmount 
this obstacle. This first attempt found 
time in short measure dictating a rope- 
down, thére being some 400 feet more of 
interesting climbing, including the pass- 
ing of a 20-foot, 176 degree overhang, 
to attain the tree-covered summit ledge. 
Because of the proximity of the climb 
to the road Rixonts Pinnacle provides a 
supurh.bleachers-view for kibitzers with 
interest and patience enough to watch 
technical climbing on severe pitches, 
Well, -Bersteigerkameraden, Rixon's pine 
nacle CAN be climbed; (says Ax).
